TUBERCULOSIS COSTS 


TEXIS TOO MINT LIVES 


special to The Mi rnlnjr Hew* 
Austin Tex , 
May 20.—The Te.\:te 
Public Health Association estimates 
that 8,741,2(5 years of life tire lust to 
the people of Texas through ravages 
of tulteroulosis. 
The estimate*, according to recent 
announcement, were based on figures 
complied by Miss Jessamine 8, Whitne, 
research secretary, and Dr. Louis I 
Dublin, statistician, of a nationally 
known life insurance company, who 
declared, the announcement said, that 
from two and one-half to five years of 
life for each individual in the United 
States could be saved if tuberculosis 
were eradicated. 
In terms of money, 
at $ l an per year per person, which th« 
announcement said was a moderate 
estimate, eradication of the diiease 
would mean a saving of nearly $!,• 
0(b).000.t!t)0 to tin* state of Texas. 
“If all tiie people of the United 
States would use the few things neces­ 
sary to healthful living, such as fresh 
air, exercise, wholesome food, sun­ 
light attd pure 
water, tuberculosis 
might be driven out of the country." 
D. E. Breed, executive secretary of ttie 
Texas Public Health Association, de­ 
clared in 
th** announcement. 
"An 
average of two and one-half years 
added t > the life of every person is 
certainly well worth working for. 
"The research workers found that 
the number of years lost to each in­ 
dividual n the United States on ac­ 
count of tuberculosis varied from 2.6 
for white women to 5 years for col­ 
ored women, while the average loss for 
white men was 3.4 S years, and for ne­ 
gro males, 4.95 years.”
